Pay strict attention to the Madonna; notice that she is long-eyed, ill- 
proportioned, that her fingers are preternaturally long and her drapery is stiff 
and methodical. 

These things mark the great master. No artist of the present day would 
make such a remarkable figure—which explains why we have no great old masters 
nowadays. 

Duccio is another of these grand old daubsters. Observe particularly his 
painting of the “Three Marys.” The Marys, you notice, are fac-similes of each 
other, with the same expression on their faces. They look like triplets, and the 
master’s skill is shown in making them thus alike without the use of a stencil. 
Critical people will notice the defective perspective of the slab on which the angel 
sits. An artist of the present time who would draw like that would be laughed to 
scorn, but the old masters constantly asserted their superiority to all naturalness of 
perspective. 

They are remarkable also for the wooden appearance of their faces. Giotto’s 
picture of the “ Visitation of Mary to Elizabeth” shows, especially on Elizabeth, a 
very fine antique-oak cast of features. In the “ Death of St. Francis” the faces of 
most of the figures are as expressive as a brickbat. 

The art sharps prowling around Padua once found a picture which for some 
time puzzled them. There was not much dust on it, which led them to think at 
first that it was a modern production. But an examination showed the figures to 
be ill-proportioned, the joints clumsy, and the extremities heavy. Moreover, the 
ornamentation of the clothing had been put on with stencils, the patterns in the 
drapery being flat, without regard to the foreshortening of the folds. 

No modern painter would so violate the simplest rules of art, and so the 
experts knew they had found a genuine old master of priceless worth, and they 


rejoiced greatly thereat, and wrote long magazine articles about it.
